SPECIAL SESSION NEGOTIATIONS— 

AS OF CLOSE OF EVENING MEETING SEPT. 12 OF NEGOTIATING 
GROUP NO. 2, ALL BUT THREE OF REVISED PARAS OF SECTION V 
(FOOD AND AGRICULTURE) HAD BEEN APPROVED AD REFERENDUM. GROUP 
IS SCHEDULED TO RECONVENE IN A.M. SEPT. 13 TO DISCUSS ALT. 

REMAING OUTSTNANDING ISSUES AND SECTIONS, PROBABLY IN THE 
FOLLOWING ORDER: SECTIONS VII (RESTRUCTURING IN), VI (COO- 
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PERATION AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRIES), PARAS 5, 12 AND 13 
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FO SECTION V (FOOD AND AGRICULTURE) AND IV (INDUSTRAILIZATION). 

LATE SEPT. 12, G-77 CIRCULATED NEW DRAFT LANGUAGE ON RE- 
STRUCTURING UN, AND AT REQUEST OF US, EEC, SWEDISH, 

NORWEGIAN AND JAPANESE DELEGATIONS FURTHER DISCUSSION WAS 
DEFERRED OVERNIGHT. (OURTELS 4236, 4241) 

COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA - 

COUNCIL ADOPTED ITS REPORT AS A WHOLE SEPT. 12 
AFTER APPROVING 

14 SECTIONS SEPARATELY. REPORT DECLARES INTER ALIA THAT 
THE QUESTION OF NAMIBIA HAS ENTERED A NEW "PHRASE OF ACTION" BY 
THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY AND THAT FURTHER PRESSURE IS 
REQUIRED TO COMPEL SOUTH AFRICA TO WITHDRAW FROM NAMIBIA. 

IT RECOMMENDS THAT GA DEMAND IMMEDIATE WITHDRAWAL BY SA OF 
ALL ITS MILITARY AND POLICE FORCES AND ITS ADMINISTERATION 
FORM THE TERRITORY, AND CALL UPON THE SC TO TAKE UP AGAIN THE 
QUESTION OF NAMIBIA AND ACT TO GIVE EFFECT TO PREVSIOUS SC 
DECISIONS. IAEA IS CALLED ON TO TAKE STEPS TO PREVENT EXPLOITATION 
OF URANIUM IN NAMIBIA BY ORGANIZATIONS UNDER THE GOVERNMENTAL CONTROL 
OF ITS MEMBER STATES AND, "IN ANY CASE, TO ISSUE A 
WARNING TO ITS MEMBER STATES OFTHE DANGER WHICH MAY ARISE WHEN 
URANIUM IS ENRICHED AFTER ITS UNCONTROLLED REMOVAL FROM THE 
TERRITORY WHICH IS ILLEGALLY OCCUPIED". ALL MEMBER SATES 
ARE REQUESTED TO COMPLY WITH THE TERMS OF THE DECREE FOR THE 
PROECTION OF NAMIBIA'S NATURAL RESOURCES. THE REPORT ALSO RECO- 
MMENDS THAT THE GA CONDEMN SAG'S EFFORTS 
TO CONSOLIDATE ITS ILLEGAL OCCUPATION BY ORGANIZING A "SO 
CALLED CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE" AND THAT STATES 
BREAK OFF ECONOMIC AND OTHER RELATIONS WITH SOUTH AFRICA AS 
REGARDS NAMIBIA. 

A STATEMENT IN THE REPORT GIVES AN ESTIMATE OF THE 

TOTAL COST OF VARIOUS RECOMMENDATIONS AT $409,000 (IN 

ADDITION TO $200,000 FROM THE REGULAR UN BUDGET FOR THE UN FUND 

FOR NAMIBIAL, AND THE COUNCIL APPROVED THIS ON THE UNDERSTANDING 

"THAT THESE ACTIONS AND THE ACTURAL LEVEL OF EXPENDITURES UNDER 

EACH ITEM WILL BE KEPT UNDER THE DIRECT CONTROL OF THE COUNCIL." MOS

OF THE SEPT. 12 DISCUSSION CONCERNED THIS POINT AND THE BUDGETARY 
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FIGURES AS A WHOLE. THE SOVIT DEL WAS CONCERNED BECAUSE 
THE PROPOSED BUDGET WAS DOUBLE THAT A YEAR AGO, 

AND HE SUGGESTED SEVERAL ECONOMIES. AUSTRALIA AND POLAND 
ALSO FAVORED REDUCING THE BUDGET, LHILE SENEGAL, ALGERIA, 

PAKISTAN, MEXICO AND OAU DEFENDED ITS SIZE. AUSTRALIA WAS 
PREPARED TO CONSIDER ECONOMIC SANCTIONS PROVIDED SOUTH AFRICA'S 
MAJOR TRADING PARTNERS DID LIKEWISE.
